(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
PARIS, March 23.—Official confirma- 
then reached Paris today that James R. 
McConnell, the Chicago aviator, was 
lost. Whether he was killed or made 
prisoner was unknown, but he fell with- 
in the German lines on March 19. 
McConnell was flying with Edmund 
Genet, another Lafayette escadrille 
member, doing reconnaissance duty over 
the Somme region, which the Germane 
were evacuating. Genet, flying high, 
was guarding McConnell, who flew low 
for accurate observation, when two Ger- 
man biplanes appeared. The Americans 
attacked and Genet was slightly wound- 
ed in the face, and the blood in hig eyes 
caused him to come down, although he 
managed to land inside the French lines. 


No Trace of Aeroplane. 

He was the last person who saw Me- 
Connell, but was ignorant whether Mc- 
Connell’'s machine was destroyed, kill- 
ing the pilot, or merely damaged, forcing 
McConnell to land. Several French ma- 
chines flew over the spot seeking the 
wreckage of McConnell’s machine, but 
saw nothing. am 

News of McConmell’s fate te expected 
‘s00n, as both the French and German 
aviation services usually apprise each 
other by dropping letters announcing 
whether migsing men are dead or cap- 


tured. 

. Letter Describes Fight. 

A letter was received this morning 
from McConnell. MeConnell's letter, 
which was written on St. Patrick's day, 
desertbed the air fight he had the day 
before—March 16—when he attacked two 
German aeroplanes. He opened fire on 
the hindmost German, but before he 
had time to fire ten rounds Krupp 
shrapnel began to burst all around him. 
McConnell asserted the German flyer 
ducked straight down after managing 
to signal the American’s exact alti- 
tude and range to the gunners on the 
ground, but he climbed te a safe height.

ETROGRAD, March 23, via 
London, March 24, 1:30 a. m.— 
The arrival of Nicholas Ro- 
manoff, the former emperor, at 
Tsarskoe-Selo is described by 
the Russkai Volia, which declares 
that the event puts an end to Russia’s 
shame.

‘‘ Yesterday Nicholas Romanoff was 
brought to Tsarskoe-Selo and put

The voices of cowards who warned 
us of the danger to arise from such 
behavior toward the ‘annointed of 
God’ have been silenced. 

He arrived at Tsarskoe-Selo a 
prisoner.

If it were resorted to 
at this time it would mean that a violent shock 
would be given to the normal organization of the 
nation’s financial and industrial system. A vast 
sum of money would be placed in the hands of 
politicians and taken out of the natural field of 
its employment and the national resources would 
be seriously weakened without any necessity for it. 
In war it is of the utmost importance that the 
functions of the country’s living work as normally 
as possible, that business should continue to be 
carried on with confident energy, that employment 
should be assured, and the resources from which 
the means of war are drawn are well protected. 
War involves heavy taxation. But taxation which 
is too heavy is as injurious as in peace or even 
more injurious. 

Nothing could be worse for the nation at this 
critical time than to listen to the demagogue. Clear 
and steady. thinking is the need of the hour. 


FOR CLEAN AIR. , 

It may be acknowledged freely that the problem 
of abolishing the smoke evil in Chicago is ex- 
tremely difficult. Chicago is the greatest railroad 
center in the world. There would be no great city 
here if it were not for the railroads. Chicago is 
also one of the greatest industrial centers in the 
world. Industries in our time mean’ chimneys. 
Chicago is the fourth city in population in the 
world. People mean dwellings, and dwellings 
mean chimneys. In short, it is easier to 
abolishing smoke than to accomplish it. We 
not abolish the railroads, the factories, the dwell- 
Nevertheless ft is of first rate importance to the 
prosperity and well being of this community that 
every effort should be made to solve the smoke 
problem. Just now conditions seem worse than 
they have been for many years. Whether this is 
the result merely of slack administration of the 
law or of an enforced relaxation due to coal short- 
age or high prices we do not know. But it ought 
to be ascertained and a reinvigoration of our cam- 
palgn against smoke accomplished. 

The smoke nuisance is estimated to cost Chicago 
$18,000,000 annually. This is an item which is 
worth considering. It certainly can be reduced. 
There is no justice in letting private concerns save 
money on coal at the expense of the public. Laun- 
dry bills are a material factor in every family’s 
budget. 

The cost to the city in the loss of beauty and 
comfort it would be hard to estimate. But we 
know that cities profit by being attractive to vis- 
itors. A considerable measure of New York’s pros- 
perity is derived from.outsiders, not only because 
New York is a great market but also because it is 
a beautiful city, full of resources for pleasure and 
entertainment.

Queen Victoria entertained such a holy 
terror of her uncle George IV. that she 
did not relish the idea of her deeply 
mourned husband, the prince consort, 
resting in his proximity, and so she 
erected the beautiful and costly mauso- 
leum at Frogmore, where she now re- 
poses beside him. 

But Edward VII., although he would 
have preferred to be interred beside his 
lictle son, Prince Alexander, in the vil- 
lage churchyard at Sandringham, real- 
ized that his ultimate resting place 
would be in the royal vault beneath St. 
George’s chapel, and never manifested 
any pronounced repugnance to the idea,

Among the stories connected with the 
royal vault is one to the effect that on 
the night of Jan. 30, the anniversary of 
the execution of Charles I., his specter 
may be seen moving through the clois- 
ters of the chapel and across the quad- 
rangle, one of the witnesses of this ap- 
parition being no less a personage than 


Mrs. Davidson, wife of the present arch- | - 


bishop of Canterbury, who was for so 
many years dean of Windsor. |

Fayette, Ia., March 22.—[Editor of The 
Tribune,]—Selfish bickerings can never 
save the nation from internal rotten- 
ness or external violence. What we 
need is a united America, a prepared 
America-prepared for industry and effi- 
ciency, prepared to enjoy peace if we 
may and ot fight if we must. We may 
assure ourselves that the chances of 
invasion will not be diminished by the 
fact that 50 per cent of our youth are 
physically unfit for military service at 
19 and the other 50 per cent absolutely 
ignorant of the art of defense. 

We are told that 500,000 American 
youths—males—annually pass into man- 
hood with a physical constitution that 
would unfit them for military service. 
If these half million youths are unfit 
for military service they are even more 
unfit for reproducing or . the 
race.
